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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wisbech. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967 > 

We  live  in  an  area  characterised  by  change  of  emphasis.  In  the 
field  of  Public  Health  the  emphasis  in,  community  disease  control  moves 
from  infectious  and  deficiency  illnesses  to  other  preventable  causes 
of  morbidity  and  mortality.  Accidental  injury,  suicide,  lung  and 
cervical  cancer  all  come  into  this  category.  The  causes  of  the  first 
two  are  complicated  and  deeply  involved  in  the  whole  pattern  of  life 
in  a  modern  industrial  society.  The  latter  two  probably  have  a 
simpler  etiology,  and  certainly  have  a  more  straight  forward  preven¬ 
tion.  During  19^7?  the  Minister  of  Health  has  again  pointed  out  to 
Local  Authorities  the  association  of  smoking  with  disease  and  the 
Public  Health  department  distributed  copies  of  his  statement  to  owners 
and/or  occupiers  of  public  places  in  order  to  inform  them  of  his  con¬ 
cern  for  the  discomfort  caused  to  chest  disease  sufferers  from  the 
breathing  of  a  smoke  laden  atmosphere. 

During  the  year,  too,  the  examination  of  cervical  smears  has 
continued  at  the  North  Cambs .  Hospital.  They  can  cope  with  all 
which  are  sent  to  them  and  I  would,  therefore,  once  more  appeal  to 
all  women  to  ask  their  family  doctor  for  a  smear  test,  or  to  attend 
the  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  at  the  hospital. 

During  April,  1967,  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  opened  in  Wisbech 
to  serve  women  in  the  Borough  and  surrounding  area.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  the  number  of  patients  was  increasing  at  each  session  and 
it  is,  therefore,  obvious  that  a  need  is  being  served. 

Unfortunately,  I  can  report  no  progress  towards  fluoridation 
of  the  water  supply.  A  close  follow  up  study  continues  in  areas 
where  fluoride  has  been  added  to  the  water  and  no  untoward  efiect 
can  be  found.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  soon,  in  this  area  also,  the 
children  .will  reap  the  proven  benefits  to  dental  health.

The  nursing  staff  is  employed  by  the  Cambridgeshire  and  Isle 
of  Ely  County  Council  either  directly  or  hy  arrangement  with  the 
County  ilursing  Association  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946. 


Two  full  time  midwives  and  relief  midwives  are  qualified  to 
administer  gas/air  analgesia,  pethedine  and  trileno  and  the  necessary 
machines  approved  hy  the  Central  Midwives  Board  are  available  for 
their  use. 

(b)  Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Services 

The  radio-controlled  ambulance  system  is  now  working  well. 

There  is  one  ambulance  control  centre  at  March  which  directs 
ambulances  and  hospital  cars  vdth  speed  and  economy  to  the  points 
where  they  are  required.  As  part  of  the  overall  scheme,  3  ambulances 
are  stationed  at  Wisbech  and  there  are  6  other  ambulances  throughout 
the  Northern  Area  of  the  County. 

( c)  Infant  and  Child  Welfare; 


The  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  the  Horsofair  is  held 
twice  weekly  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons. 

The  midwives  hold  an  Antenatal  Clinic  for  expextant  mothers 
who  are  to  bo  confined  at  home. 

(d)  School  Minor  Ailments  Clinic; 

County  Clinic,  The  Horsefair,  Wisbech. 

(e)  Home  Help  Service; 

Available  for  confinements,  cases  of  illness  and  for  social 
reasons  in  the  aged.

Health  Education 

All  priraiparous  women  are  given  the  opportunity  of  attending 
relaxation  and  mother  and  hahy  care  classes  during  their  pregnan¬ 
cy.  Recognised  Women's  Meetings  e.g.  Church  Groups  and  Women's 
Rural  Institute  Meetings  occasionally  ask  for  a  speaker  on  Health 
Education  and  such  requests  arc  readily  complied  with  by  the 
Public  Health  Department . 

Lectures  on  food  hygiene  and  the  work  of  the  department  have 
been  given  by  Mr.  Brook  and  his  staff  to  students  at  the  Isle  of 
Ely  College. 

Meals  on  Wheels 


For  some  years  now3  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service  has  provided 
"Meals  on  Wheels"  service  for  the  aged  on  two  days  each  week.  This 
plays  an  important  part  in  helping  to  prevent  deterioration  of 
health  in  the  very  old  who  live  by  themselves.  The  food  is  cooked 
at  The  Metal  Box  Company  Canteen  and  a  very  small  charge  is  made 
to  the  recipients.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR,  1967 


To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Wishech. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eleventh  Annual  Report. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Municipal  Year  1967/68  the  Council 
introduced  a  new  Administrative  Structure.  The  number  of  Committees 
were  reduced,  duties  we  re  re-allocated.  Extensive  delegate  powers 
were  granted  to  the  Health  Committee,,  Alderman  E.H.  Rigg,  M.P.S., 
was  elected  the  first  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee. 

It  is  appropriate  to  remember  that  Alderman  E.  Hubbard  Miller, 
henceforth  Vice  Chairman,  had  steered  the  former  Public  Health 
Committee  through  the  important  post  war  years  during  his  Chairman¬ 
ship  from  1945/46  onwards.  Slum  Clearance  was  recommenced,  meat 
rationing  and  controlled  slaughtering  disappeared.  Hew  legislation 
has  been  introduced  and  implemented  in  respect  of  food  hygiene, 
caravan  sites,  clean  air,  housing  Improvement  Grants,  the  health  and 
welfare  of  non- industrial  establishments  such  as  Offices  and  Shops. 
Alderman  Miller  was  happy  too  to  soo  the  lifting  of  parochial  boun¬ 
daries  which  led  the  Borough  Council,  together  with  the  two  surround¬ 
ing  Rural  District  Councils,  to  introduce  and  successfully  operate  a 
Joint  Refuse  Disposal  Scheme.  How  it  is  everyon.es  hope  that  a  Joint 
Sewerage'  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  will  follow  on  at  an  early  dato. 

The  staff  remained  unchanged  until  almost  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  December,  Mr.  R.  Sissons  moved  to  East  Elloe  Rural  District  and 
Mr.  J.L.  Fear  signified  his  intention  to  move  to  Chorloy  Borough 
Council  early  1968. 

May  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Committee  members  for  their  support 
and  guidance  during  the  year

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  any  plumbo  solvent  effect 
and  no  contamination  has  occurred  which  called  for  special 
action  by  the  department . 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  without  an. internal 
piped  supply  is  11?  a  reduction  of  5  from  last  year.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  Borough  Council  own  and  operate  at  Crahmarsh  an  unheated 
open  air  swimming  pool  with  a  capacity  of  120?000  gallons.  The 
source  of  the  water  used  in  the  hath  is  the  mains  supply  of  the 
Wisbech  and  District  Water  Board  and  the  treatment  is  by  a  Bell 
Bros,  sand  filter  using  soda  and  alumina  prior  to  filtration  and 
chlorination.  The  water  in  the  hath  is  circulated  once  every  8 
hours . 

A  local  benefactor  made  an  offer  in  the  sum  of  £31?000 
towards  the  provision  of  a  covered  swimming  hath.  To  assist 
in  the  planning  of  this  project  vis it a  have  been  made  to  several 
new  indoor  heated  swimming  pools.  Preliminary  discussions  concern¬ 
ing  the  project  have  been  held  with  the  Marshland  and  Wisbech  Rural 
District  Councils  and  the  Cambridgeshire  and  Isle  of  Ely  County 
Council. 

Three  school  swimming  pools  continued  to  operate  during 
the  summer  months  as  follows  s- 

Peckover  School  l8?000  gals.  Cloth  filters 

Queen's  Boys'  School  569OOO  gals.  Sand  filter 

Queen's  Girls'  School  39?000  gals.  Diatomite  filter 

All  of  the  school  pools  use  hypochlorite  solutions  for 
sterilising  the  water. 

As  in  previous  years ?  close  liaison  wa s  maintained  with 
pool  operators  and  assistance  given  where  problems  arose. 

Regular  visits  wore  made  to  each  pool  during  summer  term.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

In  the  "built  up  part  of  tho  town  cast  of  tho  River,  only 
three  premises  arc  net  connected  to  the  public  sewer.  One 
property  is  liable  to  be  dealt  with  by  demolition*  another  is 
a  commercial  premiso,  in  the  process  of  being  run  down  whore 
few  poople  spend  very  short  periods  in  any  one  week. 

To  deal  with  the  outstanding  built  up  area  North  of  the 
River  and  also  to  meet  the  needs  of  parts  of  Marshland  and 
Wisbech  Rural  Districts,  tho  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
carried  out  instructions  to  prepare  the  necessary  drawings  and 
documents  to  enable  tho  scheme  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  vizs- 

(a)  Provision  of  new  sewers  to  the  west  of  the  River  Nenej 

(b)  The  relief  of  the  existing  main  outfall  sewer  through 

the  centre  area  of  the  tov/ns 

(c)  The  provision  of  additional  pumping  capacity  to  convey 

all  sewage,  including  trade  effluents  for  disposal 5 

(d)  The  provision  of  a  now  sewage  treatment  works 5 

(e)  The  renewal  of  some  existing  sewers. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  mention  that  at  the  time  of 
preparing  this  report  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
had  not  fixed  a  date  for  a  Public  Enquiry  to  be  hold  to  deal  with 
the  proposals  submitted  by  the  Consultants. 

Nevertheless,  the  interim  period  has  not  boon  completely 
quiescent.  It  is  hoped  to  negotiate  a  contract  to  lay  twin 
sewor  pipes  beneath  tho  River  None,  at  an  opportune  time  when 
specialist  firms  arc  already  working  in  tho  area  in  connection 
y/ith  North  Soa  Gas.  Planning  application  has  boon  made  to  Norfolk 
County  Council  in  respect  of  proposed  treatment  works  in  tho  vicinity 
of  Walton  Dam.  The  County  Land  Agent  has  boon  quick  to  express 
concern  about  tho  likely  adverse  effects  on  County  Smallholdings. 
Further  negotiations  have  been  opened  with  the  owners  of  land  on 
v/hich  tho  treatment  works  may  be  sited  and  also  three  parcels  of 
land  for  pumping  stations  in  Mount  Pleasant,  Harecroft  Road  and 
Barton  Road.  A  request  has  been  made  to  the  Cambridgeshire  and 
Isle  of  Ely  County  Council  for  a  grant  porsuant  to  Section  56, 

Local  Government  Act,  1958  tov/ards  tho  cost  of  the  sewerage  and 
sev/age  disposal  scheme. 

In  the  interim  period  -  which  must  appear  never  ending  to  those 
living  nearby  -  problems  continue  to  arise  from  the  disposal  of 
cesspool  contents,  not  only  from  the  Borough  but  also  surrounding 
rural  parishes.  In  connection  with  tho  joint  sev/age  disposal 
scheme,  tho  Rural  District  Councils  have  requested  permission  to 
dispose  of  cesspool  contents  at  the  Sev/age  Farm,  No  suitable

vehicular  access  is  available  to  the  Farm.  The  Rural  District 
Councils  havo  entered  into  an  agreement  -  for  a  period  of  20 
years  -  to  havo  use  of  this  facility  in  return  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  roadway. 

The  health  of  the  community  is  at  risk  so  long  as  the  present 
outmoded  disposal  methods  remain. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  regular  v/oekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained 
throughout  the  district  with  additional  collections  from  catering 
establishments.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  commercial  premises 
for  which  a  charge  is  made. 

House  refuse  is  usually  stored  in  cubic  feet  metal  dustbins 
provided  by  the  owner  or  occupier  of  premises.  Trade  Refuse  has 
become  bulky  and  one  notices  the  increasing  practice  of  indiscriminate 
dumping  at  rear  of  premises  of  all  shapes  and  sizes  of  containers. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  along 
lengths  of  the  disused  Y/isbcch  Canal  under  the  Joint  Refuse  Disposal 
Committee  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  three  local  councils.  A 
few  years  of  experience  of  this  project  nov/  indicates  that  tho 
valuable  asset  will  only  bo  available  for  about  ten  years?  having 
regard  to  tho  pace  at  which  it  is  being  filled  up. 

In  1967  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  published 
the  Report  of  a  Working  Party  which  has  been  engaged  since  19^3  on 
the  subject  of  Refuse  Storage  and  Collection.  It  is  appropriate 
to  look  at  some  of  tho  main  points?  as  it  is  written  "almost  all 
local  authorities  need  to  take  some  action  to  improve  their 
service" . 

Para.  522.  "The  only  two  systems  we  can  recommend  for  house- 
to-house  collection  are  continental  dust less  loading  and  the  paper 
sack  system" . 

Para.  525 .  "The  provision  of  refuse  receptacles  at  residential 
premises  should  be  a  legal  responsibility  of  the  local  authority. 

Para.  531*  "Local  authorities  should  provide  or  arrange 
facilities  for  private  persons  to  dispose  of  unwanted  cars  and 
should  take  responsibility  for  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles" . 

Part  Is  Introduction 


This  is  a  statement  using  the  language  of  priorities’  as  to 
the  future  emphasis. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  cont '  d  ...... 

The  above  recommendations  do  not  require  any  new  legislation 
and  can  he  implemented  at  an  early  date. 

Amongst  recommendations  are  some  which  require  amended  legis¬ 
lation. 

Para.  647°  "Trade  Refuse  and  classification  of  refuse  according 
to  the  kind  of  premises  from  which  it  originates. 

mainly  houses  and  similar  residential  premises.  Authorities 

•  should  he  obliged  to  collect  all  the  refuse  from  these,  collection 
should  he  free,  subject  to  limited  exceptions  for  garden 

refuse  and  builders'  rubbishy 

(b)  commercial  and  trade  premises.  Collection  should  be  obligatory 

on  request  but  with  a  discretion  to  charge. 

(c)  consisting  mainly  of  industrial  premises.  There  should  be 

discretion  to  collect  and  discretion  to  charge. 

At  present  one  has  to  rely  upon  court  decisions  to  determine  what 
is  house  and  trade  refuse.  There  seems  to  be  general  agreement  that 
the  most  important  consideration  is  the  character  of  the  refuse  and 
that  house  refuse  is  the  sort  of  refuse  which  arises  from  the  ordinary 
domestic  occupation  of  a  house.  House  refuse  can,  therefore,  arise 
not  only  from  houses  but  in  the  course  of  certain  trades,  in  particu¬ 
lar  hotels,  restaurants  and  canteens,  the  refuse  from  which  falls 
within  the  existing  definition  of  house  refuse.  This  oan  at  present  be  put  out 
in'  unlimited  quantities  for  collection  free  of  charge  at  the  local 
authority's  normal  collection  times,  and  are  only  liable  to  be  charged 
for  additional  collections  on  an  intervening  day. 

Discussions  have  been  hold  with  the  County  Council  and  neighbour¬ 
ing  Rural  District  Councils  to  arrange  proper  siting  for  the  disposal 
of  abandoned  cars  and  bulky  refuse. 

It  is  also  now  the  appropriate  time  to  adopt  either  the  dustless 
loading  or  paper  sack  system  for  refuse  storage,  the  provision  of 
which  to  bo  made  by  the  Council.

Disinfection  and  disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing 
is  carried  out  when  necessary  by  arrangement  with  the  engineer 
of  the  Clarkson  Hospital. 

Terminal  disinfection  of  rooms  after  infectious  disease  is 
available  when  requested. 


MILK 

The  large  majority  of  milk  consumers  are  supplied  with  heat 
treated  milk  from  tuberculin  free  herds.  A  very  small  quantity 
of  farm  bottled  milk  from  a  tuberculin  free  herd  is  consumed  in 
the  Borough. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  Co-operative  Pasteurising 
Plant  and  8  batches  of  washed  milk  bottles  worG  submitted  for 
checks  on  the  efficiency  of  the  bottle  washing  plant.  In  each 
case  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Registration  and  Licensing 

There  are  17  names  on  the  Register  of  Distributors  of  milk 
and  2  promises  registered  as  Dairies.

Untreated  Milk 


Of  the  17  samples  submitted,  7  Methylene  Blue  Tests  wore  declared  void. 

The  biological  tests  showed  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  of  Brucella  in 
any  of  the  17  samples  but,  in  1  case,  the  milk  showed  slight  growth  pf  Staph, 
aureus.  In  this  case  the  information  was  passed  onto  the  Public  Health 
Authority  concerned. 

Fast our i sod  Milk 

There  wore  15  occasions  when  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  was  declared 
void  and,  in  8  cases,  the  samples  failed  to  satisfy  the  test. 

Cream 

The  sample  of  pasteurised  cream  failed  to  satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test,  possibly  due  to  the  test  being  not  particularly  suitable  for  cream.

Two  licensed  slaughterhouses  operated  throughout  the  year- 
The  other  private  slaughterhouse  situate  in  Tinkers  Drove 
ceased  operations  at  Easter,  1967?  the  premises  and  land  having 
"boon  acquired  "by  the  Borough  Council  hy  Compulsory  Purchase  under 
Part  V,  Housing  Act,  1957* 

For  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  movement  of  animals  was 
restricted  during  continued  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
reducing  the  kill  during  November  and  December.  Despite  the 
restrictions ,  the  overall  figures  show  a  10^  increase  in  the 
throughput  of  pigs,  with  little  change  elsewhere. 

The  King’s  Lynn  Public  Abattoir  closed  August,  1967?  which 
led  to  some  animals  being  directed  to  the  slaughterhouse  in  Oil 
Mill  Lane. 


Hew  lairages  were  constructed  at  the  Chase  Slaughterhouse. 
Hours  of  slaughter  were  fairly  even  between  Monday  morning  and 
Saturday  noon.  Sunday  killing  occurred  at  Oil  Mill  Lane  each 
Bank  Holiday  time. 

Unfit  meat  and  offal  arc  stained  and  removed  for  steriliza¬ 
tion.  Hew  regulations  due  to  come  into  force  during  19  68  will 
eliminate  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  in  slaughterhouses.  Clothe 
have  been  considered  the  means  of  carrying  spoilage  organisms 
from  one  carcase  to  another.  Advance  notice  to  slaughterhouse 
operators  has  brought  cries  of  revolt  -  a  break  with  tradition. 
Modern  fittings  to  spray  clean  piped  water  onto  carcases  are 
readily  available,  and  if  used  properly  at  the  right  time  eliminate 
the  need  to  use  wiping  clothes  in  the  final  operation  as  the 
carcase  leaves  the  slaughterhall  for  the  cooling  hall. 

Meat  inspection  charges  are  made  according'  to  the  maximum 
set  out  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963?  except  that 
an  Annual  Contract  figure  covered  the  abattoir  at  The  Chase.

Food  Hygiene 

The  focus  of  food  hygiene  activity  was  directed  towards  the 
implementation  of  The  Food  Hygiene  ( Markets ?  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966. 


Public  Health  Officers  from  neighbouring  market  towns  met 
together  to  draw  up  a  common  sense  hand  out  to  food  traders 
operating  in  i-iis  part  of  East  Anglia. 

By  coincidence  tho  private  contractor  who  for  years  hired 
wooden  stalls  to  traders  on  Wisbech  Market  retired  from  business. 

In  anticipation  of  this  move  tho  Council  had  purchased  a  reasonable 
number  of  metal  stalls.  By  mid  1968  the  entire  market  will  take 
on  a  more  orderly  appearance  with  modern  metal  stalls  throughout.

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Public  conv  onion  cos  ,  with  wash  "basins  and  running  hot 
water  arc  available  in  one  corner  of  the  Market  Place.  ^-H 
stall  holders  handling  open  food  were  required  to  provide 
facilities  for  hot  water,-  hand  washing  and  cleansing  of 
equipment,  The  majority  of  such  traders  purchased  the 
cheapest  available  insulated  container  with  metal  bov/1 
attachment ?  v/hich  will  give  limited  service. 

Another  look  was  taken  at  the  litter  problem  arising 
from  the  Saturday  Market .  A  refuse  collection  vehicle  and 
labour  were  placed  on  duty  for  the  whole  of  the  time  that 
trading  was  in  operation.  Some  improvement  was  noticed, 
the  public  as  v/ell  as  tno  traders  v/cro  guilty  of  untidy  habits. 

Mobile  food  stalls  are  heavy  on  the  ground  at  any  modern 
fair  ground.  Routine  visits  were  made  during  mart  time  and  a 
good  standard  of  hygiene  was  in  evidence.  One  cannot  but  remark 
that  fair  ground  traders  are  v/ell  informed  of  their  responsibil¬ 
ities  and  show  a  definite  desire  to  demonstrate  their  knowledge.

HOUSING 


CLEARANCE 

Two  Public  Inquiries  were  held?  involving  one  Clearance  Order 
and  Three  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  The  Orders  were  subsequently 
confirmed  without  modification. 

No  new  orders  were  made?  but  clearance  progressed  particularly 
in  the  Prospect  Place  area. 
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Housing  cont’d  ...... 

As  part  of  a  national  policy  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  directed  the  Council  to  review  its  Clearance 
Programme 5  with  the  sole  object  of  accelerating  the  late  of 
clearance o  The  target  was  doubled  to  around  150  houses  per 
year.  It  was  necessary  to  reshuffle  the  order  in  which  future 
clearance  areas  were  to  bo  dealt  with.  Face  by  the  fact  that 
most  houses  in  future  e,roas  wore  in  the  same  state  of  unfitness, 
the  order  of  clearance  was  decided  by  reference  to  the  ultimate 
use  of  the  ‘cleared  sites. 

Adequate  press  publicity  was  given  to  the  revised  programme. 
Certain  reaction  arose  from  own or /occupiers  who  had  purchased 
particular  properties  with  limited  life,  the  life  of  which  wore 
to  oven  shorter  than  expected.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  . 
has  been  devoted  to  interviewing  people  likely  to  bo  displaced. 
However,  tho  discussions  proved  helpful  in  sorting  out  all  but 
one  of  tho  doubts  in  many  minds 5  it  was,  of  course  impossible  to 
go  beyond  the  words  of  the  statuto  governing  compensation. 

To  assist  owncr/occupicrs,  anxious  to  provide  alternative 
accommodation  for  thcmsolvcs,  tho  Council  have  stated  that 
they  will  be  prepared  to  purchase  blighted  property  in  advance 
of  any  orders  -  at  purchase  prices  within  statutory  limits  of 
slum  clearance  compensation. 


A  realistic  future  building  programme  has  boon  devised 
to  match  the  now  speed  of  clearance.  From  1st  April,  19 
absolute  priority  will  be  given  to  the  re-housing  of  disp  aco 
families  from  clearance  areas.  At  the  same  time  a  pom  sys  cm 
is  to  bo  introduced  to  deal  with  families  on  the  normal  Housing 
Waiting  List.  Tho  scheme  is  designed  to  bring  forward  the

HOUSES  IIP  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

About  forty  houses  are  used  to  house  families  in  rooms 
which  arc  not  self-contained.  Apart  from  caravans,  thxs  class 
of  property  remains  available  for  rc-lctting  v/hen  vacated.  It 
has  been  possible  to  secure  gradual  improvement  in  the  condi¬ 
tions  prevailing  in  multi— occupied  houses,  but  it  must  00  re¬ 
corded  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  persuade  any  owner  to 
convert  such  property  to  self-contained  units  witn  olio  assistance 
of  discretionary  improvement  grants. 
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11,'IPROVEi.IEIiT  OF  DV/ELLIITGS 

Steady  progress  has  continued  towards  ensuring  the 
provision  of  modern  amenities  in  dv/ellings  having  an 
expected  life  of  fifteen  years  or  more. 

A  particular  point  was  made  of  pointing  out  the 
dour  need  to  carry  this  type  of  work  in  property  owned 
hy  the  Council.  So  far  piecemeal  works  have  been  executed 
when  requested  hy  tenants.  Visits  have  been  made  to  judge 
the  possibility  of  using  prefabricated  methods.  Arising 
from  initial  enquiries  it  is  anticipated  that  a  package 
contract  will  be  arranged  to  secure  the  improvement  of  all 
outstanding  Council  property  during  1 9 68 .

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE 


Tho  Harp,  formerly  a  common  lodging  house  was  purchased 
by  the  Council  several  years  ago.  Tho  former  keeper  has 
retained  the  tenancy  and  gradually  the  number  of  lodgers  is 
being  decreased.  Inherent  defects  would  be  extremely  costly 
to  remedy. 

Far  less  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  period  from 
vagrants.  This  may  be  attributable  to  the  apparent  shorter 
period  which  elapsed  between  the  vacation  and  demolition  of 
houses  in  clearance  areas .

CARAVAHS 


Residential 

Four  licensed  residential  sites  continued  to  be  available, 
licensed  for  110  caravans.  The  three  sites  in  Osborn  Road, 
controlled  by  one  company  have  individual  plots  for  67  caravans, 
all  of  which  were  taken  up  by  caravans  provided  by  the  owner. 

The  site  in  Magazine  Lane,  with  plots  for  43  caravans  was  almost 
completed  and  only  a  few  plots  remain  unoccupied. 

One  site  for  20  vans  in  Osborn  Road  is  covered  onl^  by 
Temporary  planning  permission  due  to  expire  in  March,  19^9* 

My  experience  has  confirmed  the  local  theory  that  caravans 
provide  only  sub-standard  units  of  living  accommodation. 
Therefore  in  anticipation  of  running  down  the  number  of  caravans 
provision  has  been  made  in  the  future  building  programme  to 
rehouse  the  people  likely  to  be  displaced  from  the  Ingleborough 

site .

The  presence  of  caravans  to  let  attracts  all  manner  of 
persons  from  near  and  far  who?  in  turn?  create  problems  for 
police?  housing?  welfare  and  health  authorities. 

Gypsy  and  Other  Travellers 

A  considerable  number  of  staff  hours  were  taken  up  in 
trying  to  control  the  resting  of  gypsy  and  like  travellers 
within  the  Borough. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  County  Council?  through 
the  County  Welfare  Department?  showed  more  interest  in  this 
common  problem.  In  September  the  Officers  of  both  County  and 
Borough  Councils  began  to  take  a  fresh  look  at  the  problem. 
Detailed  arrangements  were  made  to  carry  out  a  survey  of 
itinerant  caravans  in  the  County  as  at  January?  1968.  I  know 
that  this  is  perhaps  a  mere  repetition  of  previous  surveys 
but  the  measure  of  unity  between  the  two  authorities  has 
never  been  so  close  and  satisfactory  results  may  be  on  the 
horizon.
